Last month, the new San Jose City/SJSU Library opened with great 
fanfare and attention. Now that the confetti has settled. some are won 
dering what will happen with the old Martin Luther King Library build- 
ing. 

It seems that the San Jose City government plans to move ton a 
temporary basis) portions of several city departments into the old li 
brary building. 

Rather than renewing expensive leases as they come due. the city 
manager's office has determined that it would be cost effective ti 
few some city employees to the old library. 

According to Deputy City Manager Kay Winer. the city expects to 
save up to $900,000 in the first year by making use of the now vacant 
city-owned building. The $900,000 cost savings estimate was deter- 
mined even after accounting for renovation and moving expenses 

Deputy Manager Winer affirmed that the use of the site by the 
government is scheduled as temporary. When asked what the future 
use of the facility will be once the new civic center at 4th and Santa 
Clara is completed, Ms. Winer indicated that no concrete decision has

Congress denies millions of native 
born citizens the right to vote

Imagine that millions of na- 
tive born American citizens were 
denied the right to vote, couldn't 
elect their president or congress, 
and were subject to military ser- 
vice as well as various laws and 
forms of taxation without repre- 
sentation. It happens to be true 
and they all happen to be Latinos; 
and its only because they chose 
to live on an island territory. 

Sound unconstitutional? 

Most Americans on the 
mainland are unaware that all 
Puerto Ricans are U.S. citizens, 
that they have no right to vote for 
the President of the United States 
or for representation in Congress. 
There are nearly 4,000,000 
American citizens on the island. 

A bit of history 

The United States invaded 
Puerto Rico during the Spanish- 
American War of 1898, and 
ceded it soon thereafter. Congress 
passed the Jones Act in 1917, de- 
claring all its inhabitants Ameri- 
can citizens, presumably as a 
precurser to making the island a 
new state in the Union. But, state- 
hood never came. 

Fifty years ago Puerto Rico 
was allowed to adopt its own con- 
stitution, converting the island 
into a Commonwealth nation; al- 
beit still a U.S. Territory. Conse- 
quentially, citizens living on the 
island of Puerto Rico have only 
an elected Resident Commis- 
sioner in Congress to represent 
their concerns. He has a voice but

cannot vote. 

“In 105 years, the United 
States Congress has never oflered 
a referendum to these citizens to 
decide for themselves whether to 
enter statehood or indepen- 
dence,” declares attorney Abe- 
lardo L. Valdez. ex-Ambassador 
under the Carter Administration. 

Move to the mainland and 
gain the right to vote 

As citizens of the United 
States, Puerto Ricans are allowed 
to move anywhere on the main- 
land without a visa, and similarly 
mainlanders can migrate to the 
island without a visa. 

Herbert Brown, President of 
the Citizen’s Educational Foun- 
dation in Washington. D.C., gives 
the example of the second-hand 


status of these citizens: “The 


highest ranking Puerto Rican in 
the U.S. military, Horacio Rivero 
was a four star admiral who just 
passed away in San Diego. He 
was the commander of NATO 
forces in Europe but he couldn't 
vote for the Commander in Chief 
because his residence was on the 
island.” 

Had Admiral Rivero's per- 
manent address been on the main- 
land, he would have been granted 
the voting privileges of a “regu- 
lar” citizen after the required time 
period. Oddly, the disenfranchise- 
ment works in reverse. Had 
George Bush, Sr. retired and 
moved his permanent residence 
to Puerto Rico, he would have 
remained a citizen but lost the 
right to vote for his son for presi-

El viernes se entrevistó con el 
secretario de Estado, Colin Powell:

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Candidatos ofrecen por primera vez 
opiniones sobre el futuro del estado

San Francisco, (EFE).- El 
primer debate entre los candidatos 
al Gobierno de California no contó 
con la presencia de Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger, pero puso en claro las 
posiciones de los principales aspi- 
rantes sobre impuestos, inmigra- 
ción o la pena de muerte. 

Con la ausencia de Schwarze- 
negger, número dos según las en- 
cuestas, los candidatos tuvieron el 
miércoles por la noche una ocasión 
de oro para mostrar al electorado 
de California sus puntos de vista 
sobre el problema del desempleo, 
la pena de muerte, los servicios 
para los inmigrantes indocumenta- 
dos, el consumo de marihuana mé- 
dica o el aborto. 

Obligados a posicionarse en 
pocos segundos sobre estos y otros 
asuntos, los candidatos utilizaron 
un tono serio y reposado, en con- 
traste con una campaña electoral 
calificada de circense y caótica. 

Los participantes fueron el 
hispano Cruz Bustamante, vicego- 
bernador del estado del Partido 
Demócrata y número uno según las 
últimas encuestas; el senador 
republicano Tom McClintock; el 
empresario también republicano 
Peter Ueberroth; el latino Peter 
Camejo, candidato por el Partido 
Verde, y la columnista indepen- 
diente Arianna Huffington. 

Todos trataron de convencer a 
los electores de que serán capaces 
de sacar a California en el atolla- 


dero en el que se encuentra por 
culpa de la grave crisis fiscal. 

El más conservador, McClin- 
tock, prometió que bajo ninguna 
circunstancia incrementaría los 
impuestos, mientras que Busta- 
mante señaló que subiría los im- 
puestos al alcohol y al tabaco y dijo 
que las grandes corporaciones no 
estaban pagando su parte. 

Camejo apostó por incremen- 
tar los impuestos a los más pudien- 
tes y volver a instaurar la ley que 
permite gravar las propiedades, y 
Ueberroth se centró, una y otra vez, 
en procurar más puestos de trabajo 
a los californianos. 

En el debate, Bustamante, 
Ueberroth y McClintock expresa- 
ron apoyo a la pena de muerte y 
no vieron la necesidad de esta- 
blecer controles mas estrictos a la 
posesión de armas, mientras que 
Camejo y Huffington se opusieron 
tajantemente a ambos asuntos. 

En cuanto a la concesión de li- 
cencias de conducir a los inmi- 
grantes sin documentos -una ley 
que el Congreso californiano 
aprobó el martes-, tanto Bustaman- 
te, Huffington y Camejo mostraron 
su apoyo, mientras que el conser- 
vador McClintock se manifestó en 
contra de facilitar servicios a los 
indocumentados. 

Los cinco candidatos sólo 
coincidieron en un asunto: su 
apoyo al consumo de marihuana 
con fines medicinales, prohibido 
por las leyes federales pero

Mientras, el latino Camejo 
apostó por convertir a California 
en líder en lo que se refiere al 
consumo de energías renovables, 
y arremetió contra “demócratas y 
republicanos, que están al servicio 
de quienes los financian y bajan los 
impuestos a los ricos”.

Sacramento, (EFE).- Las re- 
ducciones de presupuesto decreta- 
das a universidades y colegios co- 
munitarios de California están de- 
jando fuera a miles de estudiantes, 
entre ellos muchos hispanos que no 
tienen Opciones para prepararse. 

La Universidad de California 
(UC) se ha unido el martes a la de- 
cisión que tomó hace sólo unas 
semanas la Universidad Estatal de 
California (CSU) y los colegios, 
para limitar el ingreso y la trans- 
ferencia de estudiantes según la 
capacidad que le permiten sus 
recursos. 

“Hemos tratado de encontrar 
otras formas de solucionar los re- 
cortes de presupuesto, pero llega- 
mos a un punto en el que la expe- 
riencia educativa de la Universidad 
de California se verá severamente 
afectada si seguimos creciendo sin 
fondos que apoyen el ingreso de 
nuevos estudiantes”, informó el 
rector, Richard Atkinson. 

Las limitaciones en la matrí- 
cula para el semestre de invierno 
significan un duro golpe para los 
estudiantes hispanos de educación 
superior, que suman cerca del 20 
por ciento en la UC y 25 por ciento 
en la CSU, amén de miles de 
alumnos de colegios comunitarios. 

Siguiendo una política de in- 
clusión y crecimiento, la Univer- 
sidad de California había aceptado 
desde 1997 y hasta el día de hoy a 
casi todo estudiante que se gra- 
duaba de los colegios comunitarios 
en el estado. 

La gravedad de la nueva situa- 
ción, tras un recorte de 410 mi- 
llones de dólares al presupuesto de 


la UC, se traduce en que “apro-

ximadamente la mitad” de todos 
los estudiantes provenientes de 
colegios comunitarios y los que se 
matriculan por primera vez que- 
darán fuera el siguiente semestre, 
según Atkinson. 

El problema incluye una 
reducción presupuestaria del 13.6 
por ciento y un aumento de nuevos 
estudiantes del 18 por ciento.

El pasado verano, la UC elevó 
en 25 por ciento el costo de las co- 
legiaturas y se reserva la posi- 
bilidad de incrementar otro 5 por 
ciento si lo considera necesario.

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Latino population increase: 
Good news for Democrats 


By Domenico Maceri 

Democratic presidential candi- 
date Al Sharpton reminded Latino 
elected leaders at a recent forum 
in Phoenix, Arizona, that George 
W. Bush is wrong in both English 
and Spanish. Sharpton did not 
speak Spanish at the meeting but 
the other Democratic presidential 
hopefuls did as they made a sym- 
bolic gesture to capitalize on the 
increasing Latino vote. 

The latest figures from the US 
Census Bureau reveal that as of 
2002 there were 38.8 million 
Latinos in the country, represent- 
ing 13% of the entire population. 
It is expected that the number of 
Latino voters will reach 14 million 
in the 2004 election, twice the 
number of 2000. 

That is very good news for 
Democrats for a number of rea- 
sons. A survey conducted by the 
Pew Hispanic Center and the Kai- 
ser Family Foundation found that 
49 percent of Latinos are registered 
Democratic, 20 percent Republi- 
can, and 19 percent independent. 
And if independents who “lean” to 
one of the two parties are taken into 
account, the figures become 56 
Democratic, 25 Republican, and 7 
independent. The exception is 
Cuban Americans, but that is not a 
very significant number since they 
represent only 4% of the Latino 
population. 

Asked about who is more con- 
cerned about Latinos, the same sur- 
vey found that Democrats beat Re- 
publicans by more than 4 to 1. 

The issues dear to Latinos sug- 


gest areas which could be labeled 
“Democratic turf.” The top three 
concerns for Latinos are education, 
economy, and Social Security. 

Which party can better deal 
with the economy ? 
vey found Latinos favor Demo- 
crats (53%) over Republicans 
(27%)

licans get low marks from Latinos.

Although Latinos make up only 
13% of the US population, they 
represent 35% of the uninsured. 

President Bush's tax reduc- 
tions in each of the last three years 
leave Latinos cold. Lowering taxes 
is not a major concern for Latinos. 
In fact, more than 55% would be 
willing to pay higher taxes to re- 
ceive government services. 

On social issues Latinos are 
more conservative than whites, 
which should provide an opening 
for Republicans. Yet, Latinos are 
not much more socially conserva- 
tive than African Americans. Since 
African Americans vote largely 
for Democratic candidates, would 
the issue be enough to push Latinos 
to behave any differently? 

In the presidential race there 
is also bad news for Republicans 
among Latinos. Another recent sur- 
vey by Bendixen and Associates 
for the New Democrat Network 
found that Latinos favor a generic 
Democratic nominee over George 
W. Bush by 14%. When all voters 
are taken into account, on the other 
hand, the generic Democratic 
nominee is-running 10 points be- 
hifid’'the President. 

Bush did a little better than 
previous Republican presidential 
candidates with Latinos in the 2000 
election, receiving 35% of their 
votes. But since he has been presi- 
dent he has done little that may im- 
prove on that record. Although he 
had floated a number of proposals 
to improve the status of undocu- 


mented workers in the US and 
regulate the flow of migrants from 
Mexico, little has changed. The re- 
lationship with Mexico has been 
cool particularly in light of Vicente 
Fox's lack of support for the Iraq! 
war. 

In essence, Bush has given 
Latinos little reason to vote for 
him. It's no wonder that a recent 
New York Times/CBS News poll 
found that only 21% of 1 
would reelect him. That 1s not to 
say he could not turn things around 
and peel Latino votes away from 
Democrats. If he nominates 
Alberto Gonzales, his White House 
counsel, to the Supreme Court.

Bush could point to something 
very visible that could sway 
Latinos. However, the nomination 
of Gonzales is not without risks 
because he is a moderate and the 
right wing of the GOP has already 
come out against such a move.

To young people like me, this recall is real 


Editor’s Note: Facing a statewide landscape of 
high unemployment, tuition hikes and cuts in social 
services, a young San Jose resident originally from 
El Salvador says California's chaotic recall election 
is no joke.

San Jose, Calif.—To many voting Californians, 
the gubernatorial recall election is being taken as a 
joke — an unexpected and entertaining twist to the 
usually boring political scene. But for me and my 
community, this recall is very important. 

This recall is about me, even if I can't even reg- 
ister. As a 20-year-old immigrant from El Salvador 
who is now living in San Jose, this recall is as real as 
it gets. Many people are losing their jobs, students 
have to pay ridiculous tuition to get an education 
even at community college and youth-serving orga- 
nizations all across California are losing funding. 

I am not a citizen of the United States, so I can't 
vote. It's frustrating to have lived in San Jose for more 
than 14 years, and yet I can't play my part in electing 
the officials who affect my community. 

Even though I can't vote, I am politically in- 
volved, I think. Most of my time is spent working 
with my community to help out youth that come from 
the East Side San Jose streets that 1 was raised on. I 
work with “high-risk” students, mostly Latino and 


scapegoat. 


Asians, at the high schools in East San Jose. These 


are the same schools that are going to be facing even 
harder times this fall given the budget cuts. In some 
ways I feel like I'm playing a bigger role in my com- 
munity than elected officials themselves. 

That's why this recall is my issue. All of my com- 
munity work, the well-being of myself and my fam- 
ily, can be affected by who the next governor 1s. So I 
am watching the candidates and the race as more 
than entertainment. 

Although Arnold Schwarzenegger is an immi- 
grant from Austria, Latino immigrants can't trust him. 
When I listen to him, he doesn't seem to say any- 
thing that is relevant. He seems more Republican 
than anything else, and my people have had some 
bad experiences with Republican governors. Pete 
Wilson was our last one, and he proposed Proposi- 
tion 187 — the initiative 
illegal for some immigrants to have access to health 
care and education. | was 10 at the time, and I can 
remember my dad telling me I may not be able to go 
to school anymore.

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Women will have to save the world 


Editor’s Note: From Iraq to 
Europe and the United States, cul- 
tural resistance by women Is 
emerging against heavily militaris- 
tic solutions to political problems, 
writes PNS commentator Marlene 
Nadle.

Angry over the swagger of 
violence coming out of the White 
House, disgusted by the bring- 
them-on itch for a fight as the so- 
lution to political problems, 
women around the globe are orga- 
nizing in new ways. 

These gender activists are on 
the Internet, in the streets, packed 
into rooms forming more groups 
and pushing resolutions through 
the United Nations. Some are set- 
ting up an Occupation Watch Cen- 
ter in Baghdad, and others are 
building a transnational move- 
ment. They even have their first 
martyr in Rachel Corrie, the young 
American who was killed trying to 
stop an Israeli bulldozer from de- 
stroying Palestinian homes. 

The surge of women's activ- 
ism is happening now partly as a 
response to 9/11. That event accel- 
erated the growth of new groups 
like England's Global Women's 
Strike and Central Asia's World- 
wide Sisterhood Against Terrorism 
and War. 

Explaining her own reaction to 
that trauma and the macho strut of 
both bin Laden and Bush, Code 
Pink founder Medea Benjamin 
says, “I had feelings and fears | 
never had in all my years of orga- 
nizing. The male aggressive voice 
was so very dominant. We needed 
to strengthen the voices opposed 
to that. Mobilizing women was one 
way to do it.” Her reaction to vio- 
lent solutions is shared by Indian 


writer Arundhati Roy who calls bin 


Laden Bush's “dark doppel- 
ganger.” 

The new organizing 1s more 
than an attack on personalities. As 
Jasmina Tesanovic. a member of 
Women in Black in Serbia, 
“My enemy is no longer a bad hero,

power, but the culture that makes 
such primitive people possible and 
empowers them.” The organizing 
is part of a culture war to end the 
love of military glory, power, 
dominance and hierarchy often 
taught as part of male traditions.

To counter a male habit of im- 
posing power and dominance in 
postwar periods women diplomats 
and non-government organizations 
pressured the United Nations to 
pass Resolution 1325, calling for 
women’s full participation in nation 
building. Now, Iraqi women are 
organizing to stop Bush from run- 
ning their country as a Boy's Club. 
They are being supported and ad- 
vised by the U.N. Development 
Fund for Women (UNIFEM), the 
Network of Kosovo Women, 
Women to Women International, 
Peace Women, and a deluge of vis- 
iting groups. 

This international alliance is 
aiding Iraqi women's own efforts 
to protest violent rapes, honor kill- 
ings and the rise of fanatics. “We 
fear the threat of fundamentalist re- 
ligious movements which an occu- 
pying army inspires,” the Iraqi 
Women's League said in a recent 
statement. 

The activists count on women 
in postwar and prewar situations to 
argue for political solutions to ma- 
cho face-offs. They encourage 
them to use their social training in 
settling issues with words, coop- 
eration, and even empathy for en- 
emies. 

There are no illusions about 
ovaries making all women good 
and peaceful. Instead, Ann Snitow 
of the Network of East-West 
Women urges women to acknowl- 
edge their past complicity with 
men's wars. Few expect Bush Na-

Bush in Los Angeles recently with 
a 40-foot pink rejection slip that 
read: "You're Fired!” 

More significant is the change 
in young women who haven't been 
voting.

“Our slogan is 'Invest in car- 
ing, not in killing',” she says.

Driven 
by dread, the women activists will 
continue to multiply. They are 
haunted by nightmare images of 
where the punch and counterpunch 
of superpower and terrorist, occu- 
pier and occupied, will lead.

Mexico's new energy secretary Tribunal ordenó eliminar 


faces daunting challenge 


Mexico City, (EFE).- Newly 
appointed Mexican Energy Secre- 
tary Felipe Calderon said Wednes- 
day that his biggest challenge was 
to build consensus for a reform of 
the legal framework governing 
electricity distribution, an initia- 
tive stalled in Congress for a year. 

“I offer my full willingness 
and effort to try to push through a 
reform without prejudices, with- 
out dogmas and without previous 
commitments,” Calderon said at 
his swearing-in ceremony. 

Calderon is a prominent 


member of the ruling National Ac- 
tion Party (PAN) and is known for 
his abilities as a negotiator. 
According to President Vi- 
cente Fox, one of the biggest chal- 
lenges for the new legislature, 
which convened on Monday. is to 
approve electricity reforms that 
would allow more private invest- 
ment in the sector and guarantee 
adequate power supplies. 
According to Fox, who sent 
the initiative to Congress a year 
ago, it will be necessary within the 
next decade to channel nearly SOO 
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billion pesos (some $46 billion) 
into the electricity sector 

Calderon. formerly the PAN's 
coordinator in the lower house, 
said Wednesday that the challenge 
of convincing Congress. where no 
party has an absolute majority. to 
approve electricity reform is daunt- 
Ing. “but possible and feasible.” 

In an interview with W Radio, 
Calderon refused to venture an 
opinion on when the reform would 
be approved. but said it should be 
as soon as possible, because in 
2004 the parties will be focused on 
several state elections and begin- 
ning to prepare for the 2006 presi- 
dential vote

the administration's goal was not 
to privatize the electrical sector but 
rather to increase private invest-

Federal Electoral de México dio al

días para eliminar aspectos 
antidemocráticos de sus estatutos 
y renovar la elección de sus ór- 
ganos de dirección nacionales y 
estatales. 

La decisión judicial obliga al 
Instituto Federal Electoral (IFE) a 
vigilar que el PVEM haga los cam- 
bios de sus estatutos de acuerdo 
con los principios democráticos y 
renueve los procesos de elección 
interna de sus Órganos de dirección 
a más tardar en un plazo de seis 
meses después de que se modifi- 
quen estas normas. 

Precisó que se debe elegir una 
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integración de los miembros que 
fueron registrados es contraria a 
derecho. por sustentarse en dis 
posiciones estatutarias ilegales”. 

El fallo del organismo judicial 
consideró que las normas estatuta- 
rias del PVEM violan los derechos 
establecidos en la Constitución y 
el Código Federal de Instituciones 
y Procedimientos Electorales. 

Agrega que esta situación

Buenos Aires, (EFE).- La Cá- 
mara de Diputados de Argentina 
aprobó el miércoles un proyecto de 
compensación a los bancos por las 
asimetrías generadas tras la deva- 
luación del peso en 2002, una me- 
dida que es reclamada por el Fondo 
Monetario Internacional. 

El proyecto aprobado. que de- 
berá pasar ahora al Senado, esta- 
blece entregar a las entidades ban 
cartas bonos emitidos por el Estado 
con vencimiento en 2013 por unos 
2,800 millones de pesos (933.3 
millones de dólares). 

La entrega de bonos trata de 
compensar a los bancos las dite- 
rencias entre el Coeficiente de Es- 
tabilización de Referencia (CER), 
un índice de ajuste por inflación 
que se aplica para actualizar los de- 
pósitos bancarios, y el Coeticiente 
de Variación Salarial (CVS). que 
ajusta a los créditos. 

Ambos coeficientes fueron 
creados luego de que el peso ar- 
gentino saliera de la relación “uno 
auno” con el dólar estadounidense. 
en enero de 2002, y el gobierno 
decidiera convertir a pesos los de- 
pósitos y créditos hechos original- 
mente en la moneda norteame- 
ricana. 

El proyecto que recibió el visto 
bueno en Diputados establece que 
el CVS, que varía según los cam- 
bios en el nivel promedio de los 
sueldos, sea eliminado a partir del 
1 de abril de 2004. 

El CVS fue creado en octubre 
de 2002 para evitar la insolvencia 
masiva de los acreedores de prés- 
tamos, pues por entonces la intla- 
ción crecía mientras que los 
salarios se mantenían estables o 
bajaban.

La OMS y China extreman las medidas 
contra rebrote casos de SARS 


Pekín, (EFE).- La Organización 
Mundial de la Salud (OMS) y el Gobierno 
chino cooperan en un proyecto conjunto 
para prevenir posibles rebrotes del 
Síndrome Respiratorio Agudo y Grave 
(SRAG) con la llegada del invierno, 


informó hoy la OMS en Pekín. 


“Nuestro organismo insiste en la ne- 
cesidad de estar alerta ante una posible 
reaparición estacional de la neumonía 
atípica que, como otras dolencias respira- 
torias, podría surgir con la llegada del frío” 
advirtió María Cheng, portavoz de la OMS 


en la capital china. 


El Ministerio de Salud chino lanzará 
en breve un proyecto piloto en diversos 
hospitales de la ciudad de Pekín y de las 
provincias de Cantón y Shanxi, dos de las 
zonas más afectadas por la crisis del SRAG 


el pasado abril. 


Estos centros sanitarios deberán infor- 
mar de todos los posibles casos de neu- 
monía atípica tanto a las oficinas locales 
como nacionales del Centro para el Con- 


trol y Prevención de Enfermedades. 

Según las recomendaciones de la 
OMS. la aparición de dos o más posibles 
casos de SRAG en un período de diez días 
dará lugar a una investigación para loca- 
lizar al agente transmisor. 

Cheng advirtió de que durante los pró- 
ximos meses podrían producirse falsas 
alarmas, lo que sería una evidencia de que 
el sistema de prevención funciona ade- 
cuadamente. 

“Identificar y aislar los casos de 
SRAG inmediatamente será crucial para 
asegurarnos de que la enfermedad no 
supondrá un nuevo peligro para la salud 
pública”, declaró Cheng. 

En la provincia de Cantón, donde se 
dieron 58 muertes y 1,512 infectados. las 
autoridades sanitarias comenzaron a aislar 
preventivamente a todas las personas que 
presentaban un cuatro clínico similar a la 
gripe, lo que desató rumores sobre un 
rebrote de la epidemia que asoló China en
